TH E DEFICIT. 
Democrats need not worry about the* 
deficit. 
Under the McKinley adminis­ 
tration a deficit will not remain long. 
Revenue ie likely to be short of expen­ 
diture for another month but the very 
thing which is happening was foretold 
by the republicans while the DiDgley 
bill was before congress. 
Just as sson 
as the extra session of congress was 
called, and this was done in President 
McKinley’s inauguration address, im­ 
ports! s began to rush goods into the 
country far beyond the country’s imme­ 
diate needs, and far beyond the impor­ 
tation which would have taken place 
if no extra session was to 
occur. 
Everybcdy knew that the chief, if not 
the sole work of the session would be 
the revision of the tariff, and, of 
course every one was aware that the 
revLion would be upward. 
Hence 
the importers, anxious to escape the 
higher duties which were 
to come, 
brought in goods in March, April, 
May and June to an extent nevtr 
before known in an equal length of 
time. 
This, as every one saw, and 
as the republicans often stated, nec­ 
essitated a corresponding shrinkage ic 
importation for a few months after 
the Diogley act went into operation, 
with a proportionate less of revenue. 
Is anybody alarmed, however, at 
this state of things9 
Oan any person point out a business 
man of any sort who betrays the 
faintest uneasiness over the fact that 
the revenue ever since the new tariff 
went into effect has fallen short of 
the expenditure? 
No such person can 
be found anywhere in thit country. 
Revenue shortsges were a regular ex­ 
perience under the Wilson law, aud 
were interrupted but seldom. 
The 
shortage under the DiDgley act is 
likely to be only a temporary affair, 
aud to end in November or December. 
There are at least two reasons for 
this expectation. 
The 
anticipatory 
stocks of imported goods must soon be 
used up, and the business 
revival,

the importations. 
Under an equal

tariff will undoubtedly yield more 
revenues than did its predecessor, and 
the business improvements will proba­ 
bly soon put tho importations, not­ 
withstanding the .higher duties, up 
near or up to the figures of last year.
